Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 


Judge John F. Mili.fr, said the matter 
was in the hands of Mr. Mackintosh. 
The statement made by Judge Emory 
merely bears out the statements of 
ssilnesses of the shooting. 


The judge said he 
told 
Chester 


Thompson o\or the telephone that 
he 


need not attempt to see Charlotte 
\Vlnttelesy as she did not wish to see 
him. 
He said that win 11 Thompson 


rushed past him, he followed and was 
L'temling to prevent him from going 
up otairs, when Thompson shot him. 


This statement 'lears out the belief 


ot the police that the young man wa.s 
merely in a state of jealous rage when 
he killed the judge. 


Chief of Police \Vappenstein is of 


the belief that young Thompson was 
sane at the time of the shooting. He 
talked with the young man immedi- 
ately after the shooting and Thomp- 
son told him that if the officers had 
attempted to rush (ho door he would 
have shot to kill again.
